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OMAHA CHARGES 
AIRCRAFT GRAFT 
WAS COVERED UP 


Evidence Sent U. S.; 
No Action Taken. 


Omaha, Neb., March 14.—[Special.] 
—Army officers in Washington sold 
$3,400,000 worth of airplanes to the 
Nebraska Aircraft corporation for 
$380,000, and the agent of the Ne- 
braska concern spent $50,000 in 
Washington while conducting the ne- 
gotiations, according to a story printed 
here today by the Omaha Daily News. 

The News reproduces photographs 
of fifteen checks drawn by the com- 
pany’s agent in Washington on the 
Riggs National bank, in Washington, 
and sixteen checks on the City Na- 
tional bank of Lincoln, Neb. Some 
of these checks are indorsed by an 
appraisal expert for the material dis- 
posal and salvage division of the Air- 
craft service at Washington. The 
planes were obtained from the divi- 
sion headed by the man who indorsed 
the checks. 

Evidence Never Presented. 


All this information was obtained by 
request of the department of justice 
in Washington by J. M. Priest, Lin- 
coln attorney, and turned over to the 
department in 1921. The information 
and evidence were never presented to a 
grand jury and no action was taken by 
Attorney General Daugherty’s depart- 
ment. The cases now are outlawed by 
the statute of limitation, The infor- 
mation has been turned over to:the in- 
vestigating committee in Washington. 

Capt. Horace Wild, former army of- 
ficer, acted for the Nebraska Aircraft 
corporation in the negotiations, and 
the checks were drawn by him. Wild 
is in the federal prison on another 
charge. He declares he was railroaded 
to prison. 

The transaction took place in 1919. 

A portion of the report by Capt. Wild 
is published, but the names of the 
army officers are deleted.

Three million ents of the Chicago sanitary 
district will find comfort in the fact that the drain- 
age board has assumed the aggressive in the con- 
troversy over diversion of a needed amount of Lake 
Michigan water here. The board now charges that | 


Niagara Falls in excess of the 36,000 fect allowed 
by treaty. It calls for congressional action. 

That ought to bring Sir Adam Beck. head of 
the Ontario power commission, to time and pro- 
duce an arrangement under which Chicago shall 
have opportunity and facilities for disposing of its 
sewage properly without danger to health. It is 
especially welcome in view of Sir Adam's recent 
assertion that the health of Chicago is nothing to 
him, but that development of hydro-electric power 
is everything. . 

That point of view has led him to extremes. 
The power plant of the Ontario Power company, 
the first hydro-electric development on the Cana- 
dian side, proved a great success because of its 
advantageous location close to the foot of the falls 
and close to its intake. The Toronto plant, next, 
was also successful, but not quite as profitable, be- 
cause of its greater distance from its intake. Then 


came Sir Adam’s persona) project, which takes its |. 


water from eae much greater distance, at Chippewa 
creek, and converts it below the whirlpool rapids. 
The much greater investment involved and the 
digadvantages of that arrangement make it much 
leas profitable. The diversion of water in excess 
of-treaty rights is a logical result in order to run 
all of these plants. 

But thet situation, and the personal feeling of 
Sir Adam, representing the Canadian power inter- 
ests, cannot outweigh the interests of 3,000,000 
Americans dependent upon a reasonable diversion 
of Lake Michigan water for the protection of their 
health and the improvement of their city. 

The facts are that there is enough water in the 
great lakes for all. Chicago has offered to install 
and maintain compensating works which will keep 
up lake levels to any standard desirable. That does | 
not mean reduction in available water at Niagara 
for Canadian power purposes, but more, does not 
interfere with the beauty of Niagara and benefits | 
navigation. In that manner, and that only, can the 
pest interests of all bé conserved. :
